Plaintiff Walter Kidde Portable Equipment Inc. ("Kidde") states and alleges as follows: 

THE PARTIES 

1 . Plaintiff Kidde is a corporation organized and existing under the laws of Delaware 
and having its principal place of business at 1394 South Third Street, Mebane, North Carolina, 



29302. 



2. Defendant Universal Security Instruments, Inc. ("USI") is a corporation organized 



and existing under the laws of Maryland and having its principal place of business at 7 Gwynns 
Mill Ct., Ste. A, Owing Mills, Maryland 21 1 17-3528. 

JURISDICTION AND VENUE 
3. This is an action for patent infringement arising under United States patent laws. 
This Court has jurisdiction over the action under 15 U.S.C. § 1331 and 1338(a). Venue is proper 



in this district pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 1391(b) and (c). 




COUNT I 

4. On November 20, 1 990, United States Patent No. 4,972, 1 8 1 ("the '181 Patent"), 
entitled "A.C. Powered Smoke Detector With Back-Up Battery Supervision Circuit" was duly 
and legally issued to Fyrnetics, Inc. as assignee of the inventor, Dale E. Fiene. A copy of the 
'181 Patent is attached as Exhibit A. 

5. Fyrnetics, Inc. assigned the '181 patent to Management Investment Technology 
Company, Ltd. on March 19, 1990. 

6. Plaintiff Kidde is the current owner of the ' 181 Patent as evidenced by an 
assignment from Management Investment Technology Company, Ltd. to Walter Kidde Portable 
Equipment, Inc. 

7. Defendant USI has manufactured, used, offered to sell, and/or sold in the United 
States smoke detectors that infringe one or more claims of the '181 Patent. 

8. By letter dated September 7, 1999, Kidde put Defendant USI on notice of the 4 181 
Patent, by writing to Mr. Harvey Grossblatt, President of Defendant USI. Accordingly, Kidde 
has complied with the notice provision of 35 U.S.C. § 287. 

9. Despite receiving notice of the ' 181 Patent, Defendant USI has continued its 
infringing activities. 

10. Defendant USI's infringement of the 4 181 Patent has been willful and in bad faith. 

1 1 . Kidde has been damaged by Defendant USI's infringement of the 4 1 8 1 Patent and 
will continue to be damaged in the future unless Defendant USI is enjoined from infringing the 
'181 Patent. 

12. Because this is an "exceptional" case under 35 U.S.C. § 285, Kidde is also 
entitled to recover the reasonable attorneys' fees it incurs in this litigation.

PRAYER FOR RELIEF 



WHEREFORE, the Plaintiff Kidde prays for the following relief: 

A. A judgment that Defendant USI has infringed United States Patent No. 4,972,1 8 1 ; 

B. A permanent injunction enjoining and restraining Defendant USI, its officers, 
directors, agents, servants, employees, attorneys and all others acting under or through them 
from directly infringing or inducing or contributing infringement, including indemnifying or 
defending other infringements of U.S. Patent No. 4,972,181; 

C. A judgment and order requiring Defendant USI to pay damages to Kidde under 35 
U.S.C. § 284, with interest and costs; 

D. An award of increased damages to Kidde for Defendant USI's willful 
infringement of the '181 Patent; 

E. An award to Kidde of its costs and attorneys' fees incurred in connection with this 
action, as permitted in exceptional cases by 35 U.S.C. § 285; and 

F. Such other and further relief as this Court may deem just and equitable.
